Learn about Eastern culture through cuisine at

CLEVELAND (April 10, 2009) — Professional chefs, amateur cooks and food lovers can indulge in a 
dose of culture and cuisine during lectures on Chinese and Japanese delicacies at the Cleveland Museum of Art 
(CMA). Marjorie Williams, CMA’s director of education and public programs, will talk about each culture’s 
food during two separate lectures, on Wednesday, May 20 and the other on Wednesday, May 27. Both will 
begin at 10:30 a.m. and end at 11:30 a.m. 

Chinese Cuisine: Spiritual Nourishment for the Afterlife offers a glimpse into one of the world’s 
oldest cuisines. Recent archaeological discoveries and research in the imperial libraries has revealed much on 
this beloved food, including insight on China’s earliest recipes, the origins of soy sauce and even information 
on the imperial kitchens. Williams will show how what is ordered off Chinese menus today, originated 
thousands of years ago. 

Japanese Cuisine: Feast for the Eyes emphasizes that the presentation of Japanese dishes is equally 
as important as its delicate flavors. Williams will introduce the historical origins of how Japanese food is 


created, while explaining how eating Japanese cuisine can be both an artistic and culinary experience.
